MDMPS Is 011* or those ail- 
ments that look wurse 
than It Is. Beyond a stin- 
tless of the Jaw and vain when the 
mouth is opened there Is little 
trouble. But that slots not mean it 
con tie neglected: there have been 
eo&es with serious complications. 

Though It li accepted as a child- 
hoao complaint— moa 1 ly altiaeklng 
children between 6 and 15— Inumtw 
sometimes does affect adtdls. 

In comparison with uiu otlier tn- 
iecuotis Allnienta — measles and 
whooping-cough — the incubation 
period of mumps Is long, and from 
fourteen to twenty-twa days may

by a virus.

This swelling lasts from two to 
seven days, then It begins to go down 
By the tenth day the neck is back to 
normal.

normal far 34 Hours 

Unfortunately, Lhere Is nn way ol 
preventing or shortening the length 
o! tht Illness. It Just hot to take its 
course, and there is very little that 
con be done except to see that the 
child is Isolated from Die rest of 
the family and has warmth and a 
light diet. If the swellings are pain- 
ful hot foments or a hot-water 
bottle will give relief. 

As with other Infectious cotn- 
tiUklntr,, bed-clothes and budding 
need to be disinfected and crockery 
washed and boiled. Books and 
papers cap. carry the Infection unless 
they ore burnt or fumigated
